Start Action to End Long 
Freeway Block at Pomona 
Steps to break the stalemate 
which is holding up completion 
of plans for Ramona Freeway 
through Pomona and thus de­ 
priving Palm Springs motorists 
and others from the desert area 
of an express highway to Los 
Angeles and the coast, were 
taken last Saturday. 
Pomona chamber of commerce 
adopted a resolution supporting 
the route south of Ganesha park 
and asking the Pomona city 
council to rescind its action 
which is holding up negotiations 
with the state highway depart­ 
ment. Pomona council a year ago 
adopted a resolution ending all 
talks with the state highway 
commission except on a basis of 
a highway north of Ganesha 
park. The commission will not 
discuss any route but the south­ 


erly one and nothing has been 
done after two years of con­ 
troversy. 
James Guthrie, highway com­ 
missioner, recently said the Po­ 
mona deadlock is the only block 
on the highway from Redlands 
to Los Angeles and Division En­ 
gineer E. Q. Sullivan declared 
work on acquitision of rights of 
way and plans for the Freeway 
could be started at once if the 
deadlock were broken. 
Villagers, when the Freeway 
is built, will have two choices of 
Freeways to Los Angeles, via 60 
and Riverside or via 99 and 70 
to Redlands, and thence to On­ 
tario. From there the highway 
would skirt the populous centers 
to a connection with the elabo­ 
rate system of freeways criss­ 
crossing Los Angeles down town 
area.

way budget by the California 
chamber of commerce. 
The recommendation urges a 
four-lane 
divided 
f r e e w a y 
through Banning and from Palm 
Springs junction eastward to a 
point south of Indio. 
THE BOTTLENECK at Banning 
has been slated for elimination 
for a long time but failure of 
agreement as to method has de­ 
layed action. Cost of widening 
the present thoroughfare to re­ 
quired standards would be pro­ 
hibitive it was pointed out and 
Banning business men are op­ 
posed to a new route by-passing 
the city. 
Need of improvement at the 
bottleneck was emphasized es­ 
pecially this spring during the 
season of heavy traffic to desert 
points from the coast. 
MORE THAN 250 projects were 
submitted for inclusion in the 
coming biennial budget by the 
state chamber. The Banning road 
was listed as the number one 
need on the county program. 
Improved highways to beach 
points and to San Diego via the 
inland route were among other 
county projects listed in the rec­ 
ommendations.

Building in July 
Dollar valuation for all cou- 
struction in the 14 southern 
counties of Southern California 
for July was $79,093.367, it was 
disclosed in the monthly con- 
structi nosummary report of the 
Building Contractors association 
of California. 
George Slreit. president of the 
association, said that ihe figures 
are based on building permit 
valuations and do not necessar­ 
ily establish actual costs, which 
probably will be s o m e w h a t 
higher, he poinled out. 
THE SUMMARY disclosed that 
$34,769,971 was the amount for 
single dwellings. $1.380.102 for 
duplex dwellings. $5.797,935 for 
multiple dwellings i t h r e e or 
more units I, $7,132.826 for com­ 
mercial buildings. $1,103.820 for 
indulsrial buildings, $4.435.563 
for publicly owned buildings, 
with additions and r e p a i r s 
amounting to $7,446.058, and all 
o t h e r miscellaneous permits, 
$17.027,092. 
Los Angeles county headed the 
list with a construction total of 
$61,894.040 or $92.000 greater 
than the June amount. Other 
county totals were: 
Fresno, $1.019,455; Imperial, 
$88,813; Invo, $23.250; Kern, $1,­ 
175,950; Orange, $3.489,946; Riv­ 
erside. $827.742! San Bernardino, 
$2.780.424, and San Diego $6,­ 
620.016. 
The July figure marked a de­ 
cline of approximately $5,000,000 
from the $84.762.544 total for 
June. Most of this drop, it was 
pointed out. related to publicly- 
owned buildings and commercial 
buildings where the total de­ 
cline amounted to $3.468.935.

L ocal history is b eing m ade. It 
w a sn ’t so very m an y years ago 
th a t we w ho live in th is area 
w ere a ll registered voters and 
did our voting in Palm Springs.

Now we are advised 
th a t the area w ill be cut into 
tw o precincts. And if you have 
n o t registered an d are entitled 
to do so the w'riter is a registrar 
a n d w ill be glad to tak e your 
a ffid a v it on and a fter Aug. 30. 
T h a t's the tim e our vacation is 
over w hether we g et one or not. 


ALMOST IN th e sam e connec­ 
tio n th e m atter of proper house 
n u m b e r s for th e houses was 


brought to m y atten tio n . The 
system calls for 67-000 num bers 
in w est to east nu m b ers in the 
Tram view V illage section (the 
w estern boundary of th a t section 
is 67 m iies east of th e w esterly 
line of Riverside county.

are causing a serious shortage. 
N urses accepted w ill have sa l­

‘‘If a registered n urse is per­ 
m anently employed, w e do not 
w ish to take her aw ay from her 
work.” Mrs. Berkalew said. "But 
any nurse w ho can conscienti­ 
ously leave or whose em ployer 
is w illing to release her, is u r­ 
gently asked to call Riverside 
County Red Cross ch ap ter head­ 
quarters im m ediately.”
